Jt is now settled that solid rocks, where their distribution is known, will be shown by 
thin bands of colour over the general colour for Quaternary beds.

This is one of the most important books 
ever undertaken by the Society for Pro¬ 
moting Christian Knowledge—and may be 
regarded as the book of the Season. It is 
a translation of the magnum opus of Pro¬ 
fessor Maspero, “Les Origines.” This 
volume, which will appear simultaneously 
in Paris, London, and New York, is an 
attempt to put together in a lucid and in¬ 
teresting manner all that the monuments 
have revealed to us concerning the earliest 
civilization of Egypt and Chaldsea. 

The results of archseological discovery in 
Egypt and Chaldma, accumulated during 
the last thirty years or so, are of such a 
vast and comprehensive character that none 
but a master mind could marshal them in 
true historical perspective. Professor 
Maspero is, perhaps, the only man in 
Europe fitted by his laborious researches 
and great scholarship to undertake such 
a task, and the result of his efforts will 
soon be before the world in “ The Dawn of 
Civilization.” It will be a large volume 
of more than 800 pages, and will contain 
over 470 illustrations, all expressly en¬ 
graved for the book. The period dealt 
with covers the history of Egypt from 
the earliest date to the fourteenth dynasty, 
and that of Chaldrca during its first 
Empire. The aspect of the valleys of 
the Nile and the Euphrates, their climate, 
their productions, religion, manners and 
customs, the organization of their respective 
States, their traditions, and all that is known 
of their kings and dynasties down to the 
twenty-fourth century* before our era, will be 
dealt with in the volume. The points of 
contact with Bible History, if not chrono¬ 
logical, are illustrative. The pictures of 
Egyptian life prepare one for entering more 
intelligently into the historical portions of 
the Pentateuch, while the Chaldsean account 
of the Deluge, and the whole religious 
system of the early Semites, have striking 
resemblances to much that we find in Holy 
Scripture. The work is translated by M. L. 
McClure, with assistance of other members 


of the Committee of the Egypt Exploration 
Pund, and edited by Professor Sayee, who 
adds a Preface. The book is brought up 
to the present year, and takes note of the 
most recent discoveries. 

The Ancient Nations of Mesopotamia, 
recently referred to, are as follows:— 

“ This land is no other than the famous 
and once beautiful valley of Mesopotamia, 
through which the great Euphrates and 
arrow-swift Tigris flow to empty themselves 
into the Persian Gulf. Almost lost sight 
of for awhile, interest in it was re¬ 
awakened some seventy years ago by the 
investigations commenced by Mr. Rich, and 
followed np with snch wonderful results by 
Botta, Place, Layard, George Smith and 
others. Their discoveries have revealed to 
us in unexpected fulness the details of a 
complex and advanced civilization almost, 
if not quite, as ancient as the Egyptian, and 
far more profoundly interesting, for tbe 
ancient nations of Mesopotamia are the 
intellectual forefathers of the modem 
world. 

“ The learning of the Chaldees was the 
heritage of the Jews and Greeks, from 
these the torch was handed on to the 
Romans, and Jew and Greek and Roman 
inspired, and still inspire, for good and evil, 
the civilization of the nineteenth century. 
There is much more of the Chaldsean in 
ereiy one of us than we are given to 
imagine. 

“The people who we find in possession 
at the dawu of history were Semites, the 
parent stock from which the Jews sub¬ 
sequently branched off; and one has but to 
glance at their faces and forms,as portrayed 
in their statues and pictures, to recognize 
the strong family likeness, while the em¬ 
phasis with which muscular development 
is expressed in parts of the human figure 
suggests that the remarkable assertion, 
‘ The pride of a young man is in his legs/ 
was a Semitic opinion long before the time 
of Solomon/'— Nature, September 20th, 
1894.

Under the heading of “MYSTICISM 
WITH PEN AND PENCIL,” the West¬ 
minster Gazette of September 7th, 1893, 
says :—“ There are those who love Walt 
Whitman down to his minutest manner¬ 
isms, but detest an imitator; and there are 
those whose worship of Blake carries with 
it an utter intolerance of every other 
mystic. But Mr. E. J. Ellis is among 
the few who profess to have found the key 
to Blake's system ; and if the great vision¬ 
ary's work is to be regarded in that light, 
and not at all as a body of wayward poetical 
imagery, it is inevitable that disciples 
should try to carry that work on, as Mr. 
Ellis does in this strange volume. To a 
mystic of sympathetic soul, 4 Seen in Three 
Days ’ will doubtless be pregnant of mean¬ 
ing : there are many meanings which its 
pictured pages suggest even to the com¬ 
plete uninitiate; indeed, such an one is 
tempted to say that there is hardly any¬ 
thing in the heavens or earth or waters 
under the earth which he can certainly 
affirm that they do not mean. The smooth, 
sometime melodious, versification flows on 
from page to page, about dreams and 


souls and presences divine ; and the mystic 
pictures accompany them in keeping with 
the key-note vision, Blakesque enough in 
its conception, of twin figures stepping 
down a ladder of outstretched wings— 
the one, Dnmb-show, bandaged as to his 
month ; the other Blind-words, bandaged 
as to his eyes. Bnt the average reader 
soon begins to feel bandaged all over. Yet 
the figures in the pictures are clearly em¬ 
bodied enough. The author has given one 
odds by subjecting himself to the ttae of 
pen and pencil both. However aerial his 
speculations, he has had to clothe them in 
what his master called the human form 
divine, and the merest tyro at mysticism 
can take pleasure in the fine and expres¬ 
sive drawing of many of the figures. No 
one, indeed, can make the human body 
look as if it were built to fly without wings, 
as Blake made it look. But Mr. Ellis’s 
winged beings are not without a kind of 
vraisemblance of their own. We confess 
we should have much preferred the text 
in plain print. To dribble it alon^ in 
rather untidy manuscript is to handicap 
the long-suffering reader unnecessarily.”

No other copy is known, either in or oat 
of Spain, of this valuable map, which was 
drawn on vellam by the hand of Santa 
Cruz in 1542, he being then the Cosmog- 
fora Mayor of the Royal Department of 
Charts at Seville. It is entitled “Nova 
verior et integra totius orbis description ’ 
and bears the imperial arms of Charles V 
to whom it is dedicated. It represents the 
world as two hemispheres, with the poles as 
centres, and is arranged in gores as though 
intended for the model of a globe. The 
American portion is undoubtedly that which 
constitutes the chief interest of the work, 
and its importance in that respect is 
heightened by the immense number oi 
geographical names inscribed upon it. 
Although until recently quite unknown to 


modern scholars, this map Is evidently one 
referred to in the “ Diferencia de Libras 99 
of Vanegas (printed in 1540), who described 
it on account of the new method of pro¬ 
jection on which it was designed. The 
difference of date between 1540 and 1542 
merely implies that Vanegas had seen the 
draft plan two years before the work 
was finished in its existing ornate condition 
by Santa Cruz. 

As one of the most valuable of the series 
of world-maps produced within half a cen¬ 
tury of the great discovery by Columbus, 
the work of Santa Cruz must be found 
indispensable for the use of students in this 
fine reproduction, the only form in which it 
is accessible.
